Councillor Russell alsc 
supported the motion of con- 
fidence in Mr. Woodroffe, 
He stated that he had the 
highest regard for the town 
planner but regretfully had 
to support Councillor Wheat- 
ley’s contention that the 
BACM outline plan should bt 
rechecked by an independen 
planning consultant. 

“One of the sacrifices 
town planners have to make 
is not to qwn land within 
areas inwhich they are asked 
to give advice,’’ he said, 

As proof that Mr, Wood- 
roffe could have had no know- 
ledge of BACM’s intentions, 
Mayor R, M, Gibbon referr=- 
ed to records that showed 
that the town planner had 
signed an agreement to pur- 
chase land in the area north 

west of the town, Sept, 26, 
1968; that BACMstarted title 
searches in April, 1969, and 
to purchase land in the area 
on April 25, 1969, 

Mr, Woodroffe was no’ 
aware of this action unti 
May, 1969, Mayor Gibbon 
said, 

The mayor disclosed that 
Mr. Woodroffe had tried to 
sell the land on two occa- 
sions but in both cases the 
prospective purchaser had 
failed to exercise his option, 
A third prospective buyer 
holds an option on the pro- 
perty at the moment, 

Mayor Gibbon also stated 
that Mr, Woodroffe had off- 
ered to resign. 

Councillor J, J, Bakker 
commented that at the time 
of Mr, Woodroffe’s land pur- 
chase, the declared policy 
of the town was not to devel- 
op in that area, He also 
pointed out that everyone 
is free to purchase land anye 
where in Canada and had 
Mr, Woodroffe been trying 
to hide anything, he would 
not have registered the pro- 
perty in his own name, Fure 
thermore, when the BACM 
development plan came to 
the attention of the town 
planner, he immediately dis- 
closed to council the fact 
that he owned property in 
the area, 

Councillor Wheatley 
stated that no such disclo- 
sure had been made to him 
and that he had first heard 
of the situation from sources 
outside town council and staff 

Mr. Woodroffe confirmed 
that he had bought the land 
openly with the intention of 
developing a small home- 
stead for his own use, He 
described himself as an 
“expert in the art of con- 
nivance’’ who could easily 
have purchased the property 
without anyone’s knowledge 
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if he had anything to hide, 

“I’m in the business of 
competing against people 
who speculate,’’ he comm- 
ented, adding that he was 
better than all of them if he 
put his mind to it,

the speaker, 

Dr, Charles described how 
drugs are classified under 
the Food and Drug Act, and 
the ways in which the dew 
partment exercises control 
over the import, manufac- 
ture and legal sale of drugs. 
Speaking on quality control 
of drugs he emphasized that 
people buying drugs illegally 
have no protection on the 
quality of the products, He 
also pointed out that all types 
of drugs from aspirin up can 
be dangerous ifnot used pro- 


drugs 


perly. 

In this connection he said 
that a new regulation requir- 
ing a caution symbol and 
statement on all drug labels 
has just come into effect. 

Following his remarks, 
Mr, Charles showed acolor- 
ed film which illustrated how 
a variety of drugs work both 
to help the body, when used 
under doctor’s prescription, 
or to harm when used im- 
properly, 

Dozens of questions from 
the audience, including many 
from the young teen-agers 
present, were answered by 
Mr, Charles, He concluded 
his presentation by showing 
samples of drugs such as 
marijuana, speer, and LSD 
to the audience,

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Bishop Mahoney addresses 
48th CWL convention 


Four qualities required to 
make the Catholic Women’s 
League a “thrillingly chris- 
tian’’ organization were out- 
lined, Saturday, by the Most 
Rev, J, Mahoney, Bishop of 
Saskatoon, 

Bishop Mahoney, national 
director of the Catholic Wo-= 
men’s League of Canada, was 
addressing a group of 275 
delegates and guests attend- 
ing a banquet at the 48th 
annual convention of the Ed- 
monton Archdiocesan Coun- 
cil of the CWL, 

“The quality of the CWL 
rests with the quality of the 
individual member,’’ he said 

He called for members to 
develop the quality of truth 
between each other. 

Quoting a line from Ralph 
Waldo Emerson -- “The 
highest compact we can make 
with our fellowman is that 
there be truth between us 
two forever.’’ «« Bishop 
Mahoney said: 

“T would like to see us 
try to be honest with one 
another «= to level witheach 
other. 

“It's going to be hard but 
we should be strong enough 
to live with real truth.’’ 

Patience -- ‘‘that waits 
for the wall to come Jown’”’ 
-- was the second quality 
advocated, 

‘Ht aman puts up. wall, 
It’s a fact of nature walls 
Should not be allowed to 
exist,’’ 

Bishop Mahoney was re= 
ferring to walls between 
members of local councils 
=~ Walls of personality, 

‘We should go out of our 
way to unbuild walls that 
are there because of faulty 
personalities, We should off- 
er our friendship over and 
over again,’’ 

Action is also required 
if the CWL is to fulfill its 
aims. 

“Tt isn't too important 
what that action is -- either 
fund raising or otherwise. ’*’ 

Even doing dishes can 
bring women closer together 
he said. 

“Talking is not action -—- 
and action is necessary.’’ 

A spirit of help, either 
material or emotional, must 
be fostered, Members who 
ask if it means anything 
that they joined the league, 
were reminded that they have 
taken on the relationship of 
sister to one another, 

This spirit of help must 
be based on love <= love that 
doesn’t distinguish between 
persons and love that is 
optimistic, 

‘‘Nourish love when you 
find it and create it when it 
is not there,'’ he concluded. 

Bishop Mahoney was acc- 
orded a standing ovation fol- 
lowing his address. He was 
officially thanked by local 
CWL President, Mrs, Brian 
O’hKeli, and unofficially by 
Mrs, Guy Beaudry of Edmon- 
ton who remarked that it was 
possibly the first time in 
history a bishop had “ture 
ned on’’ 250 women. 


In answer to a question 
posed earlier in the day 
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delegates attending business 
sessions, Bishop Ma‘oney 
suggested that increased 
membership in CWL coun- 
cils could be encouraged by 
two means, 

A definite time limit 
should be established on the 
business part ofthe meeting, 
he stated, commenting that 
hour-long arguments over 
details such as setting a 
price on the strawberry 


shortcake, could be very dis- 
couraging to prospective 
members.

Excellent progress this 
week - that’s the way it has 
gone, One thing, however, is 
certain -- the report which 
was tabled by the special 
committee on property ass- 
essment and taxation will 
likely be the most contro- 
versial report the legisla- 
ture will have to deal with, 
Undoubtedly the legislature 
will not deal with the report 
this session,

independent, It consisted of

L. Buckwell and Conserva- 
tive member Dave Russell 
from Calgary. 

The committee recomm- 
ends that farm residences 
be subject to municipal pro- 
perty assessment and taxa- 
tion, It also recommends all 
property subject to assess= 
ment should be valued at 
100 per cent of its fair 
actual value, 

Another recommendation 
is that the $50, homeowners’ 
discount should be replaced 


by a social services tax 
reduction which would 
exempt the first $2,000, of 
assessment on owner=occu- 
pled dwellings.

In the last issue of The 
Gazette, a letter was pub- 
lished from the Mayor of 
the Town of St, Albert, which
